The at- 
torney answered that he had attempted the 
prosecution of Bruhn, but as Mrs. Bruhn 
No. 1 had been out of the United States for 
more than eight years, the bigamy churge 


failed because of the statute of limitation. 


Bruhn and wife No. 1 were married in 
La Minche, ‘province of Oldenburg, Ger- 
many, Feb. 25, 1891, and two years later 
he came to the United States, promising 
to send for his wife as soon as he was set- 
tled. 


Six years ago he settled in St. Louis, and 


Sept 16, 1902, Mrs. Bruhn and her daugh- 
ter, Lucinda, came to St Louis, went to 
his home and found wife No. 2 in charge. 

Mrée. Bruhn made her claims, but when 
she was satisfied that wife No. 2 was in 
the house with the full consent of her 
husband, she left and become Mrs. Cath- 
erine Christina Bruhn, and as soon as she 


had saved sufficient funds she started the 
suit for divorce.

On Elizabeth Bailey’s Statement 
Frank Gratehouse Has Been 
Arrested. 


GIRL TELLS ALL SHE KNOWS. 


States That Gratehouse Attacked 
Them Because She Would Not 
Rent Him Skiff Half Hour. 


Through the statement of Miss Elizabeth 
Bailey, who recovered consciousness at St. 
Joseph's Hospital Tuesday, the Alton po- 
lice have arrested Frank Gratehouse and 
charged him with the murder of Mrs. Au- 
gusta Bailey. 

Mrs. Bailey, her daughter and her 4-year- 
old boy, Everett, were found on the Beth- 
, i@ eust Of Pabst Alton, 
Thursday night. Mrs. Bailey died and it 
was feared that the daughter would die 
before she recovered consciousness. 
Her statement made to Sheriff Cole and 
Chief of Police Maxwell was as follows: 
“Yes, [ knew the man who struck me. 
His first name is Frank, but I don't know 
his last nume. 
“I was in the skiff and he wanted to 
give me _ half a dollar and take the skiff 
half an huur. I said, ‘I won't give it to 
you 2% minutes, for I am going home. 
My mamma wants me to.’ 
“He fussed with men and I showed the 
skiff off and said, ‘I’m going home.’ 
‘Mamma put her money and my money 
in the pocketbook under the seat of the 
buggy. 
“We were talking as we drove along the 
road and when we reached Job’s Hill I 
said, ‘“‘Mamma, somebody is coming.’ 
“Just then someone threw mamma from 
the buggy and said ‘Get out of here.’ 
“Then he threw littl Everett out and 
said to me, ‘I will get you.’. I said, ‘O, 
please don't,’ and that its all I remember. 
“The man’s first- name was Frank and 
,he worked at the powder mill.” 
From the last sentence of the girl’s 
deathbed statement, for it is feared she 
cannot recover, the police went at once to 
the Equitable powder mills and arrested 
Gratehouse, who is 30 years old. He came 
to Alton from Brussels, Calhoun County, a 
little over a year ago and has been steadily 
employed at the mills. 


Girl Says “You 
Are the Man.” 


Gratehouse was taken to the hospital. 
where he was brought to the bedside of the 
injured girl. 

As soon as he came near her she said: 
“You are the man who struck me.” 
“Why, Lizey,”” he replied, “you know I 
would not strike you.”’ 

“Tt makes no difference,’ said the girl, 
“you did strike me and threw my mother 
and brother out of the buggy.” 

Gratehouse was then tuken back to the 
lockup and later.to the county jall at Ed- 
wardsville. 
Augustus Bailey, father of the girl, has 
made threats of vengeance on the destroyer 
of his family and it was feared that he 
might take the law into his own hands. 
The police have no doubt. as to the truth 
of Miss Balley’s statement.

SERVIA'S NEW KING AND THE ASSASSINS, WHO ARE THE POWER ER BEHIND HIS 18 THRONE. 


SHALL ASSASSINS 
RULE OVER SERVIAZ 


Pressing Question Which Peter the 


First Is Called Upon to An- 
swer Promptly. 


BELGRADE, June 23.—Shall assassins be 
the court favorites of Peter I, the new 
King, and the power behind the Servian ! 
throne? ) 

This is the pressing question that must 
be answered quickly by the new sovereign. 

The position of Russia and the other great 
powers seems to be this: They will recog- 
nize the new monarch and the new Ser- 
vian government. upon the distinct pledge 
that the assassins of Alexander and Draga 
are to be exiled or imprisoned. 

But the military party, 
as its leaders, is in power—it is the back- 
pone of the provisional government and to 
it King Peter owes his throne. Col. Machin, 
who shot and killed Alexander, is the he- 
roic figure of court, and regards himself as 
the savior of Servia. 

It is understood that the first bill to be 
submitted to King Peter will be one pre- 
pared by the minister of justice: granting 
amnesty for all political offenses. 

A remarkable change is.occurring in the 
tone of some of the papers. The Narod 
Nilist urges the people not to participate in 
these rejoicings on the occasion of King 
Peters’ arrival and suggests instead that 
the people should mourn the late King who 
fell a victim to political complications. 

Another journal reproaches the Servians 
with slandering their dead King, whom 
they once pretended to adore. These ex- 
pressions are taken to indicate the revival 
of party intrigues, heretofore suppressed 
by the military terrorism. There is a cuon- 
tinual inflUx and exodus by every train. 
Prominent men who were banished by 
King Alexander are returning, while oth- 
era who suspect that the new regime may 
rove disastrous to their interesis, are 
od aving the country. 

Some ge gate take umbrage at the 
Russian official note and the attitude of 
the powers get ty deciaring that Ser- 
via’s domestic affairs should not be med- 
dled with by outeiders, and that she is not 
bound to give account to any power of 
what happens at home. 

In accordance with instructions from 
their governments, the ministers of France 
Holland and Turkey left Belgrade this 
afternoon. 

King Peter's train, which left Geneva 
esterday evening, passed through Inns- 
ruck Austria, this afternoon. he Kibg 
was emt hein ically welcomed there by the 
Servian and Croatian students. The King 
will arrive here at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
mornin ng.

GRADUATE OF HIGH SCHOOL. 


Says She Traveled All Night to Reach 
' §t. Louis and Dimly Remembers 
Effort to Drown Herself. 


With both hands grasping the bars of 
the grating of the City Hospital detention 
ward as the only tangible fact around 
her, Blanche Williams is making. supreme 
effort to remember. All she knows is her 
name and that of her father, John Wil- 
liams. Where she lived before coming to 
St. Louis, except that it was in a farming 
country, she does not know. 

Physicians at ‘the hospital are non- 
plussed by the case of this girl, whose de- 
mounor and appearance differ widely from 
that of the average observation patient. 
Some ‘think that she was drugged and 
that her desire to end her life springs from 
the after effects of some potion, but this 
do¢s not explain her loss of memory. 

By persistent questioning the physicians 
secured a confused statement from the girl, 
whose long eye lashes were wet with tears 
when she tried to recover the days lost 
rom her life. 

“I ‘lived on a’ farm with my father, 
mother and two sisters and a brother. My 
father’s name is John, but what was my 
brotner’s name? oO, I can’t remember.

Mr. Francis had ndt felt sufficient- 
ly sure of his French, on his first ‘visit to 
Paris, to mect President Loubet without 
an interpreter, but on his return there 
from Madrid he considered it as not beyond | 
him to make an addregs in French at the 
Hotel Continental dinner. 


He delivered the address, and was ap- 
piauded for his linguistic effort as much 
as for what he had to say; but when he 
was presented with a vase, he was com- 
pelled to return to his English, having pre- 
pared nothing in French for such a re- 
sponse, and not caring to fail in an ex- 
temporaneous speech after he had done 
so we'l with his prepared address. 
Subsequently Mr. Francis had another ex- 
erience which would have been les« em- 
arrassing had he been an accom plished 
linguist. The German Emperor expressed 
his admiration for a book which Mr. Fran- 
cis had not read. The Emperor presented 
him with a copy, appending his autograph. 
Mr. Francig found the text in German 
He did his Wmost to find an En lish tran- 
lation, but was disappointed to earn that 
the book has not been translated. 


Fifty Minutes 
With Kaiser. 


The fqllowing is what Mr. Francis has to 
say of his meeting with the Kaiser: 


“At the appointed hour I present - 
self at the royal palace anl was te ye 
tim received by his majesty, the German 
Emperor. I was shown to a room, which, 
after a few minutes, the German Emperor 
entered unattended. He advanced by a 
quick step, extended his hand, expressed 
a cordial welcome and for more than 5) 
minutes fuvored me with an interview 
which demonstrated that his reputation 
for gereral information, deep insight, keen 
observation and indomnitable will power 
remarkable yersatility and great stremeth 
ot character is well deserved. During my 
sojourn in Europe I was often told that 
in receptions by monarchical rulers. not 
only should the a of my visit be Tegu- 
lated by my royal host, but that he should 
lead the conversation, and that no subject 
Should be discussed unless broached by 
himself. 

“IT am compelled to say that in the con- 
versation of nearly an hour which I had 
with Emperor Willlam II. of Germany, I 
cannot recall whether the topics touched 
upon were first mentioned by his majesty 
or by mysclf. He impressed me as being 
Sincerely desirous to learn of every ad- 
vance that is made in every line of human 
endeavor throughout the world. 

e was unstinted in his praise - 
can ingenuity and enterprise. SS eee 
with candor, and it may be with pride, that 
it was his policy to copy from us whatever 
he thought worthy of imitation. He ex- 
pressed great interest in the ex position 
said he hoped it would pe eminently suc- 
cessful and was confident it would be. He 
eaid he had already announced his in- 
tention of sending for exhibit some of his 
plate and other treasures which might be 
of interest to the American peuple, and in 
response to an Inquiry from me stated there 
was no objection to my so informing the

When Fireman Placed Ladder to Win- 


dow, Miss Heitgraff Needed No 
Further Assistance. 


HAD BEEN LOCKED IN FACTORY. 


She Had Tried All Doors and Win- 
dows Before Night Watch- 
man Heard Her. 


After an hour’s imprisonment alone ia 
@ big factory, Miss Lilie Helitgraff, 18 
years old, of 8741 Sullivan avenue, gained 
her freedom by climbing down a fireman's 
ladder from a second story window, Two 
firemen, a policeman and ea private watch- 
man assisted her to escape. 

Miss Heitgraff is an employe of Prince, 
Evans & Co., shirt manufacturers at 700 
Lucas avenue. She did not leave with the 
other employes when the building was 
closed at 6 o'clock Monday, and a few 
minutes later when she went to the exit 
she found it locked. 

She tried the front door and then the 
ether doors in turn, but all of them re- 


fused to yield to repeated shakings and 
pullings. 

The imprisoned girl then tried the win- 
dows on the first floor, but with no more 
success. 

Thoroughly alarmed at the thought of 
spending the night in the big, dark build- 
ing. Miss Heitgraff went to the front door 
and began screaming and pounding on the 
window to attract attention.

Then Martin 
vate watchman, heard her. e tried t 
open the door from the outside, and Suiting 
8 outed to Miss Helitgraff that he would 
get a er. ; 

From the house of the No. 6 fire truck, 
across the street, he secured a fireman's 
ladder and the help of two firemen and 
Patrolman Aylward. 

They directed Miss Heitgraff to go up- 
stairs and open a window. She found a 
window that ned easily toward Lucas 
avenue. The ladder was p against 
the wall, and before policeman or tireman 
could climb up to assist, she stepped out 
on to the narrow stone , and then 
on to the top rung of the ladder, descending 
with a readiness that made even the fire- 
men envious.

CHAINED 10 FLOUR 


American Soldier of Fostune Tells of 
Fate of Honduras’ Deposed 
Executive. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 23.—Gen. Lee 
Christmas, an American, who command- 
ed a detachment of revolutionists in 10 
desperately fought engagements in Span- 
ish Handuras during “the recent insurrec- 
tion and was the first person to enter 
I- gucigalpa after a three days’ siege, has 
arrived here on the steamer Anzelm, from 
Puérto Oortes. Gen. Christmas was the 
gecond in command on the staff of Presi- 
dent Manuel Bonilla of Honduras. 

Christmas brings the first authentic in- 
formation as to the actual disposition of 
ormer President Arias upon Bonilla’s 
Shana entry into the city. The former 
president was declared to have violated 
the peace protocol when he took a de- 
tachment of 30 soldiers and is charged with 
robbing the national bank of Tegucigalpa 
of over $100,000. Bonilla’s forces pursued 
him and found him and his cabinet staff 
rejoicirg over their booty. 

‘he members of the party were cap 
tured and returned to the capitol, where 
they were thrown into the penitentiary 
and are still lying there chained to the 
stone floors, with no prospect of release. It 
is alleged there are 80 processes of the 
Honduras law lodged against every mem- 


ber of the Arias cabinet.

PAYNE FORCED 
TO THE REAR 
BY PRESIDENT 


Roosevelt Takes Personal Charge of 
the Postoffice Investigation and 
Bristow Now Receives All Orders 
Directly From Him. 


MORE SCANDALS IN THE 
DEPARTMENT ARE REVEALED. 


Postmaster-General Has Detailed His 
Confidential Clerk to Set Traps for 
First Assistant Wynne, Who Start- 
ed the Exposures. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—President 
Roosevelt is now in full control of the 
postoffice investigation. 

He has personally assumed the direction 
of affairs, and Post G al Payne 
will hereafter occupy a back seat. 

In a two hours’ conference with Mr. 
Bristow Saturday night the President ob- 
tained a general idea of the various lines 
along which the investigation is being 
conducted. 

He indicated his own views to Mr. Bris- 
tow, and the inquiry will proceed accora- 
ing to instructions given directly by the 
President. 

An investigation will be made of the 
relations existing between the General 
Manifolding Co. of Franklin, Pa., and the 
postoffice department. 

Representative Sibley of Pennsylvania, 
and Chief Clerk McDowell of the House 
of Representatives are largely interested 
In this concern. 

The firm sells to the postoffice depart- 
ment books containing carbon sheets. The 
carbon sheets are patented. The purchases 
are mnade without competition. 

The public printer was instructed to buy 
the books without the carbon sheets for 
the government. He wrote to the firm, 
but was informed that no books would 
be sold separately. 

The representatives of labor organiza- 
tions have filed a formal complaint against 
the General Manifolding Co., charging that 
child labor is employed, and alleging that 
the books should be made and be bound 
by the government. These charges will 
be investigated, and, at the same timé, 
the matter of buying books without the 
carbon sheets will be considered. 

A scandal of considerable proportions has 
suddenly developed in regard to the pur- 
chase by the postoffice department of a 
collection indicator for letter boxes. 


Former Represéntative 
Loud Is Interested. 


Theo indicator ue patented article, owned 
and manufactured by a California company 
in which former Representative Loud, for- 
merly chairman of the House postoffice 
committee, is said to be a stockholder, and 
who acted as the agent of the concern 
here. It is a dial attached to letter boxes 
which gives the hour for the next collec- 
tion. 

It also furnishes proof that the carrier 
made his regular collection on time, as it 
is necessary for him to put his hand in the 
box to set the indicator. 

It is charged that, in the last two years, 
17,000 of these collection indicators were 
bought by the postoffice department. The 
price was $4.25 for each indicator. The ag- 
gregate sum paid for them was in excess 
of $72,000. These devices are largely used 
on the Pacific coast, and in the far West. 
They have not come into general use 
throughout the East. 

It is charged that 20,000 ndditional iIn- 


have never been placed on letter boxes. 
It is said the actual manufacturing cost 
of the indicator is $1.15, thus leaving a 
clear profit on each device of $3.10. It 
is alleged that Mr. Loud was responsi- 
ble for the purchase of these indicators. 
He did not sell them through Machen's 


assistant postmaster-generah As the ar- 
ticle was patented, it required no com- 
petition. 

It ts said a large proportion of these 
devices, if not all, were bought when 
Mr. Johnson was serving as first assist- 
ant postmaster-general. The charge is 
made that one lot was bought under a 
contract signed by Mr. Wynne, but this 
is denied by Wynne. 

If there are 20,000 of these indicators 
atored, as charaed, the device has cost 
the government more than $179,000, 
three-fourths of which was profit to the 
manufacturers. These charges will 
thoroughly investigated by Mr. Bristow.

The policy of suppression and evasion 
begun by Mr. Payne at the direction of 
the President is still being rigidly en- 
forced. He refuses to receive reporters 
and give them an opportunity to obtain 
information relating to charges and dis- 
closures.

LAUGH ON AUTOS 


Mechanically Prropelled Vehicles 
Must Now Turn Aside for Hum- 
blest of Missouri Mules. 


Automobiles must sidestép now when a4 
horse or ox appears in the roadway, or 
the driver of the animal, even though it 
be a lowly mule, ean have the owner of 
the machine brought into court and fined. 
Or should the judge of the court be 
dumped out of his carriage, his horse be- 
ing frightened by one of the puffing ‘‘red 
devils," the owner of the machine may 
have to go to fail. 

The last general assembly passed a taw 
that automobiles must not travel faster 
than nine miles an hour. The chauffeur 
must give the right of way to horse-drawn 
vehicles.

Professor Declares Purported Epistle 
of Adrian IV. Was a Stu- 


den’s Composition. 

CHICAGO, June 23.—The papal bull 
known as ‘“‘Laudibiliter,’’ over which con- 
troversies between historians have been 
waged for some seven centuries, is not 
genuine, according to the announcement of 
Prof. Oliver Joseph Thatcher of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, in a paper entitied 
“Studies Concerning Adrian IV.’’ 

This conclusion is the result of a trip to 
Europe, a years study in the Vatican li- 
brary and the reading of innumerable Lat- 
in documents. 

The ‘“‘Lauudibiliter, so-called from the oc- 
currence of the Latin word in the saluta- 
tion, has long been supposed to be a grant 
made by Pope Adrian IV, conferring on 
Henry II of England the island of Ireland 
to hold in fief. Concerning its genuine- 
ness or falsity historians have long been 
in dispute. 

Prof. Thatcher shows that the question 
of the offering of Ireland to Henry. as a 
fief, und the question of the genuineness 
of the bull, are not the same. 

“Laudibiliter cannot have been written,’’ 
says Prof. Thatcher, “by one who knew 
what was essential to such a document. It 
is merely a Latin exercise of some twelfth 
century student. who was practicing in 
the art of compos'tion, and for ths pur- 
chose chosen to impersonate Adrian IV. 
| It must be » rejected as entirely worthless.”’

Lynch 
pitched and struck out 21 of the boys from 
Morningside Heights, allowimg them but 
one single and shut them out. 

This performance topped off Lynch's 
work against Yale, Princeton, Harvard, 
Pennsylvania and Georgetown. He iet 
down Harvard with 4 hits and 8 strike- 
outs; Penneylvania, 6 hits, 15 strike-outs; 
Yale, 3 hits, 14 strike-outs; Georgetown. 
6 hits, 15 strikeouts; Harvard, 3 hits and 
12 strike-outs. In these games Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton and Pennsylvania were 
each whitewashed. 

In one Harvard game Lynch retired the 
first three batters on strikes. In the Will- 
lams game he struck out three men in one 
inning on nine pitched balls. 

Lynch was the mainstay of the Brown 
team throughout the season, not only in 
pitching but in batting and fieldi as well, 
riis good judgment and fine fielding stead- 
les the infield at all times.

W. C. McChesney, Jr., president of the 
Terminal Railroad Association, declined to 
answer questions asked of him by the joint 
committee of the Council and the House of 
Delegates with a qwiew to bringing out 
the relations between the terminal, the 
Merchants’ Bridge Co. and other allied. con- 
cerns. 

When Councilman Gibson, chairman of 
the committ¥e, sugigested that there was an 
important 1é#3l phase to these relations, 
Mr. McChesiiey replied by asking that the 
questions intended for him be put to the 
attorney for the association. He said he 
‘was not prepared for a legal discussion. 

He admitted, however, that the rela- 
tions between the companies were very 
intimate, but again referred to his attor- 
ney when an effort was made to show that 
‘tthe Merchants’ and the Eads bridges are 
, under the same management. 

The investigation by the joint commit- 
tee nlong this line is the result of the re- 
peated assertion at Municipal Assembly 
hearings that the control and operation of 
the Merchants’ bridge, the Eads bridge 
and the Wiggins Ferry Co. by the terminal 
company is in violation of not only the 
federal ‘general laws prohibiting combina- 
tions of this kind, but of the specitic pro- 
visions of the act of Congress under which 
the Merchants’ bridge was erected. 
Competition 

Was Sought. 

The act ‘of Congress last referred to, 
the city ordinance authorizing the exist- 
ence of the Merchants’ bridge terminals, 
the offitial and unofficial statements of the 
officers of the Merchants’ Exchange at 
that time—all agree in proving that the 
purpose of the Merchants’ bridge was to 
furnish con:petition with the Eads bridge, 
which was even in those days a galling 
monopoly. 7 

When the Merchants’ bridge was put into 
operation it, for a brief period, furnished 
the desired competition. But the Eads 
bridge used the great power of its rallroad 
connections to starve the'new competitor 
into a submissive state, and then, through 
the acquiescence of the oficers and bond- 
holders controlling the monopoly-breaker, 
secured control of the new highway. 

Looking backward, the entire transaction 
geemed to sustain the theory that the Eads 
bridge company desiring to double its car- 
rying facilities, used the very hositlity of 
its victims to its own ends, and had a sec- 

ond bridge built for itself at a very low 
coat. 

The terms of the act of congress prohib- 
iting the Merchants’ bridge forever from 
combining or pooling with the Eads bridge 
was cooly ignored. as were the provisions 
of the anti-trust law, under which the 
United States Court a few weeks ago dis- 
. pOlved the Northern Securities merger. The

Brazen Boast 

Of Monopoly. 

So confident did the monopolists feel of 
their safety in ignoring the United States 
laws, that they in a recent circular is- 
sued by J. Pierpont Morgan in their be 
half, answered that the Terminal ‘“‘now 
controls practically the only available en- 
trance to St. Louis, and its property 
could not be duplicated for twice the en- 
tire bonded debt.’’ The circular - further 
declares naively that the Terminal] ‘‘con- 
trols by permanent leare the Eads and 
Merchants’ bridge and the St. Loius tun- 
nel.*’ 

The following quotation from the act of 
congress, approved Feb. 3, 1887, under which 
the Merchants’ bridge was built. is con- 
clusive in support of the declaration that 
both the spirit and the better of that law 
are being gravely violated. 


Section 11. Whereas, a principal reason 
giving authority to bulld the bridge herein 
templated is to secure reasonable rates and 
for corporations and individuals for passing over 
the same, the St. Louls Merchants’ Bridge (o., 
or its successors or assigns, shall not agree or 
consent to the consolidation of this bridge witb 
any other bridge across the Mississippi river, of 
to the pooling of the earnings of this bridge 
company with the earnings of any other bridge 
company on said river, nor shall any person who 
is or uwiay be a stockholder or director or man- 
be any oer Orage over said river be a 

ockholder or director 
Seeula deaviied “tan or manager of the bridge 

Provided, That if this provision of this act 
phall at any time be violated in any of these 
particulars, such violation shall, without legal! 
proceedings, at once forfeit the privilege hereby 
granted, und said bridge stiall become the prop- 
erty of the United States, and the secretary 0 
War shall take possession of the same in the 
hame and for the use of the United States. 

fhe same scant respect was shown for 
the ordinance without which the Mer- 
chants bridge could never have made a 
landing in North St. Louis. 

Both the federal and the local measures 
won popularity in St. Louis because of 
the prospect that rates would be cheap- 
ened. The federal bill insured competi- 
tion, it was thought. The local ordi- 
nance brought the rates for handling 
down to $1 per car, flat, for carrying a 
car from any connecting road on one 
side wf the river to any connecting road 
on the other side. It was shown that, in 
view of the cheapened cost of bridge con- 
struction, this price would yield an am- 
ple return on the capital. 


No Benefits 
Ever Resulted. 


Though these were the requirements of the 
ordinance, and though the Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. accepted the ordinance and 
built its tracks and approaches along the 
levee and up to Union Station, the cheap- 
ening of rates proved a dream—only 4 


dream. The ordinance was No. 14,078, 
and was approved July 9, 1887. It pro- 
vided as follows: 
The said St. Louls Merchants’ Bridge

And whenever the net profits of the 
said St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge 
Terminal Rallway Co. shall in one year 
exceed 8 per centum on the capital stock 
actually invested by said compan 
earned from its passenger and freight 
traffic, inchuding the fixed charge here- 
in provided for transferring, switching, 
or pulling cars, and including the com- 
pensation received from all other rajl- 
way companies having conection with it 
from running their trains, locomotive 
engines and cars, loaded or empty. over 
its railway tracks, as provided for in 
section 9 of this ordinance, then ihe 
charges for transferring, switching or 
pulling and returning cars for the per- 
sons, corporations and railways afore- 
said shall immediately be reduced for 
the ensuing year to such a sum per 
car as will produce from the number of 
cars so transferred during the previous 
year not more than 8 per centum per 
annum on the capital actually invested 
by sald company; 

And, in consideration of the rights 
and franchises hereby granted under 
the provisions of this ordinance the 
St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal] 
Railway Co., its successors and as- 
signs, covenarts and agrees that it will 
file with the comptroller of tne City 
@ St. Louis the first day of Jau- 
ery of each year a full and complete 
statement of the earnings and expenses 
of sald company for the year next pre- 
ceding, subscribed and sworn to by its 
president and secretary. 

Origin of 

Second Bridge. 

The Merchants’ Exchange was the chief 
promoter of the bridge for.the avowed pur- 
ose Ol securing competition in transriver 
usiness and thus relieving the commerce 
of the city of burdensome charges. 

The officers of the Exchange were ad- 
vised that the Exchange itself could not 
secure and own. the necessary franchises 
and prominent members were appointed 
who should take hold of the work und be 
the incorporators of the bridge and ter- 
minal companies. It was understood, how- 
ever. that they were ty be under the con- 
trol of the directors of the Exchange and 
that the bridge was to be virtually free. 

The men appointed to be the incorpora- 
ors of the bridge were Seth W. Cobb. C. 
> Rainwater, John D. Perry, R. D. Fran- 
cis, John Whitaker, John R. Holmes and 
John M. Gilmore. hey went to Washing- 
ton in the interests of the bridge and were 
successful there, using the argument that 
the second bridge was needed to insure 
competition and thus reduce freight rates. 

That these are facts are shown by state- 
ments in the annunl reports of the Mer- 
chauts’ Exchange for 1886 and 1887. In the 
report of. 1886. S. W. Cobb, chairman of 
the board of directors, in his annual rc- 
port said: 

“This (the Merchants’ bridge) franchise 
is not asked in the interest of the above- 
named gentlemen (referring to the commit- 
tee), but of the merchants of St. Louis. and 
the grantees named consider themselves 
spy trustees In the matter. The neces- 
sity for such a structure is obvious to #)!I, 
not only to secure reduced tolls, but be- 
cause our growing commerce demands in- 
creased transportation facilities. With a 
bridge at North St. Louts there is little 
doubt that eastern roads now terminating 
in East St. Louis would locate their ter- 
minals on this side of the river.” 


Cheaper Transit 
Was Wanted. 


‘In the annual report for 1887 Presi- 
dent Frank Galenne said: 
“The Merchants’ Bridge Co., whose 


charter was secured by the Exchange in 
the interest of cheaper river transit for 
rthe trade and commerce of our city, and 
to maintain it by having bridge com- 

tition, this charter was placed in the 
ands of some of our most public-spirit- 
og; rte an ie | and energetic citizens, 
who a ted the trust of building the 
bridge and removing at the earliest prac- 
ticable time the onerous bridge taxation 
from which we suffer.” 

. R. Francia, now president of the 
World's Fair Co., was chairman of the 
transportation committee of the Ex- 
change in 1886. In his annual report he

“We are aware the Exchange cannot 
nominally be the grantee in the fran-} 
chise, but we understand that under the 
present arrangements the Exchange di- 
rectors control] the St. Louis Merchants: 
Bridge Co. and will be the virtual owner 
of the franchise granted.” 

With the objects thus described in 
view the bridge was built and the ter- 
minals put in. The incorporators of the 
Terminal company were C. C. Rainwater, 
8. W. Cobb, John D. Perry, John H. 
Gilkerson and John R. Holmes. 


As Intended. 
While the ordinance promised a rate of 


$1 per car for bridge tolls, including deliv- 
ery to a connecting company’s switch, the 
thimblerig management of the terminals 
is auch that switching items are so piled 
up on a car that it sometimes costs more 
than $10 to bring a carload of coal from 
its originating road in East St. Louis to 
Tower Grove station, which is far inside 
of the city Iimits—no single switching item 
being less than $2. Such tolls as these 
make manufacturing in competition with 
<A gaca free from such burdens impos- 
sible. 

The minimum toll across the Merchants’ 
bridge, which. according to Gov. Francis’ 
statement, was to have been ‘practically 
free,’ is $ per car and there is no comper 
tition since the builders of the Merchants 
bridge have leased it in perpetuity to the 
terminal association.

PLAN: TO INSURE 
AGAINST STRIKES

Manufacturers of Louisville 
Think They Can Over- 
come the Unions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 2.—A plan 
for insurance against strikes is under 
consideration by F. A. Nunemacher, the 
largest railway printer in the south, and 
W. C. Nones, president of the Kentucky 
Wagon Manufacturing Co. Eastern cap- 
italists who have been interested in the 
plan to look with favor on it. The idea, 
though novel, is not unlike fire or casu- 
alty insurance. 

The project was really born recently at 
the session of the National Manufac- 


turers’ Association at New Orleans. Since 
then Messrs. Nunemacher and Nones have 
been thinking over the plan, and believe 
it feasible. They hope to induce the for- 
mation of a company. The idea is te 
have the premiums based on the busi- 
ness, just as fire insurance is based on 
the risk. It is proposed to pay the firm 
suffering a strike such profits only as 
were figured on the corresponding season 
of the preceding year. 

It is believed that the manufacturers will 
fall readily into the plan and that no great 
amount of capital will be needed to put it 
on foot, as the first. year’s premiums will 
form @ good capital in itself, though of 
course considerahle capital will be neces- 
sary at the outset. It is firmly believed 
that such an insurance company will yield 
handsome returns on the investment and 
prove even more attractive to capital than 
fire insurance. In addition, the existence 
of such a company would operate largely 
as a preventive to strikes, as labor unions 
knowing the company is sure of profits 
whether working or not. while they are get- 
ting nothing at all save a constant drain 
on the. union treasiry, would see their 

ulck defeat, and therefore it is believed 
there will likely be less strikes called for 
trivial causes. 

Mr. Nunemacher its a deep student of the 
labor situation, and is a leader in the oppo- 
sfiion to labor unions as now conducted by 
the walking delegates. In his immense 
plant he has not a unton man, yet he pays 
generally higher than union wages. He 

uts a premium on good workmarship and 
ar the most cleanly kept office and the 
nentest work. Thus each department 
strives to outdo the other. He believes that 
if the manufacturers and large employers 
would adopt such measures they would 
get the best men at all times, and the 
untons would be compelled to weed out the 
agitators and fill their ranks only with 
competent men willi carry out con- 
tracts.

of the manufacturers and ghippers of this 
city to divert all business to such roads 
as would knock out the arbitrary and issue 
their bills of lading with St. Louis, and not 
East St. Louis as the terminal point. 


Signers Cajoled 
And Frightened. 


That wes nearly two years ago, but one 
by one the signers of the agreement were 
persuaded, cajcled or frightened into si- 
lence, and the movement proved only a 
flash in the pan. :

MR. M’CHESNEY’S INTERVIEW. 

As a matter of fairness the Post-Dispatch gave Manager 
McChesney of the Terminal Railroad Association an opportunity 
to answer all criticism of the course of the railroad combine 
with regard to terminal conditions and the terminal loop fran- 
chise it is asking without compensation. In his ful] and inter- 
estin.y statement Mr. McChesney makes clear several] important 
points. 

It was shown conclusively that the sole purpose of asking for 
seven blocks of the remaining space on the levee, between 
Market and Plum streets, was to avoid purchasing private 
property for the loop; in other words, the city is asked to 
give the terminal combine, free of cost, 2100 feet of levee space 
of inestimable value for future use in river traffic merely to 
enable the combine to save about $1,000,000 which it would 
otherwise have to pay for private property. 

It was shown that the terminal loop franchise would be of 
great benefit to the terminal combine—a most profitable invest- 
ment for the railroads—and the only reason for asking city 
property and franchises free of cost is that the increase of 
termina] facilities would benefit St. Louis. 

This argument can ‘be made in behalf of any corporation seek- 
ing a profitable franchise for a public service. 

lt was shown that the proposed railroad loop would 
be a valuable adjunct to, but not a part.of a World’s Fair belt 
line; in other words, the terminal combine offers a belt line for 
World’s Fair traffic if the city will give it the loop franchise 
without cost. This belt line will be extremely profitable to the 
association in World’s Fair traffic alone. 

Mr. McChesney belittles the bridge arbitrary as an obstruction 
to St. Louis commerce, asserting that the business men of St. 
Louis are laboring under a delusion with regard to it; but his 
own statements show that the fourteen railroads composing 
the¢Terminal Railroad Association could, if they would, go a 
long way towards abolishing the bridge arbitrary. He ad- 
mitted that the bridge toll is absorbed now on all freight hauled 
between points where there is competition by lines which do 
not live to pay bridge tolls, or, in other words, whenever the 
absorption of the bridge charges is necessary to get the busi- 

ness the railroads absorb them. If the bridge arbitrary can 
be absorbed in one case and on some freight it ean be ab- 
sorbed in all cases and on all freight. Mr. McChesney says 
that the fourteen railroads in the combine could abolish the 
bridge toll, because they own the bridge, but finds a difficulty 
in the fact that East St. Louis is the rate-basing point, and the 
trunk lines would have to consent to a change. Surely it is 
not an impossible matter to change the basing point, and an 
effort might be made to obtain the consent of the trunk lines 
But upon all freight originating within their territory the four- 
teen combine railroads could merge the bridge arbitrary, and 
that would be a great gain and a long step towards its abolli- 
tion on all freight. 

Cleared of all confusing terms the bridge arbitrary is merely 
a toll, a relic of the antiquated toll gate system which has been 
abolished on nearly all highways and bridges in;the United 
States, except here in St. Louis. The toll exists on the Fads 
bridge because that bridge was built by a bridge -+om- 
pany, not by a railroad, and it is maintained because 
we have a terminal combine instead of separate rail- 
road terminals, and through the Terminal] Association 
the railroads owning the terminal shift the entire cost 
of bri¢ges and terminals on the commerce of St. Lonis. 
instead of charging it to general expense. If each rail- 
road owned its own bridge and terminals there would be no 
special bridge and terminal charges. The fourteen railroads in 
the combine could now assume a fourteenth of the bridge ard 
terminal expenses ard distribute them in the genera] traffic 
tate, but it is more profitable to make St. Louis nay these ex- 
senses in arbitrary charges on St. Louis freight. But this out- 
of-date and absurd system results in an obstruction to St. Louis 
tommerce and an outrageous discrimination against St. Louis. 
[t is detrimental to all St. Louis interests. 

The fourteen terminal railroads are the Termiral Associa- 
dion arid they can and should make St. Louis the termina) point 
f St. Louis freight; they should give St. Louis shippers St. 
Louis bills of lading. absorb the bridge toll and place St. Louis 
m the railway map. 

Mr. McChesney’s interview strengthens the Post-Dispatch’s 
tontention, vig,; that the river front should not be given up to 
tm elevated structure; that adequate compensation should be 
lemanded for franchises and that St. Lonis railroad terminals 
thould !« in St. Louis. 

The business men who compete for business outside of St. 
Louis and the manufacturers who produce goods for outside 
tompetition are a unit in demanding the abolition of the bridge 
wrbitrary as a necessary step to the full growth of ‘St. louis. 
This and the other points urged by the Post-Dispatch are vital 
to the welfare of St. Louis. 

All of them should be embodied in the termina] ‘oop bill.

The Wiggins Ferry Co. is stated 
in the bond circular to be an asset of the Terminal Railroad 
Aasov'ation which issues the bonds. 

Is this merger of competing property in interstate commerce 
lawful under the federal anti-trust law? Apparently it is a 
violation of that law, according to the decisions of the United 
States Circuit Court in the Northern Securities case and to 
decisions of the Federal Supreme Court.

Some Are Afraid 
To Speak Their Minds. 


I was surprised to tind that some men 
whose names are synonyms of good in 
the community feared ,to speak their 
minds. 

Still more was I surprised to find that 
the man who could call the grandjury is 
waiting for someone to request him to 
do so. 

And still more I was surpmsed to find 
that State’s Attorney Farmer had ‘nothing 
to say.” 

No such crime as that of which David 
F. Wyatt, an aged negro echool teacher, 
was the victira was ever perpetrated with- 
in the borders of sJiinois. 

After talking with one of the most prom- 
loent residents of Eellevile Who was an 
eyewitness to all that transpired, I believe 
that exaggeration of its horror is beyond 
the capacity of human imagination. 

When this man recited the detaiis of 
the lynching—how Wyatt was struck on 
head with a sledge hammer as he crouched 
in his cell pleading for merey; how ils 
body was drasged by means of a rope tied 
around his neck through 
streets; how he was then hanged from a 
telegraph pole, his body mutilated and 
parts of the flesh distributed to the fiend- 
ish mob as tmemento2s of its unbridl-il 
passion, and how his bleeding and torn 
body was burned—I felt that no man with 
a spark of humanity in his heart could 
have urged or abetted such monstrous sav- 
agery, and that home-loving Belleville 
would not permit such brutality to go un- 
punished. 


Mayor Kern Says It 
Was Somewhat Irregular. 


The mayor's position is this: He ex- 
presses the opinion that a community 
which would not be “‘stirred to fury and re- 
sentment” by the unprovoked shooting of 
its superintendent of public schools, “would 
not be made of desirable or right stuff.”’ 

He characterizes the lynching and the 
butchery and burning that followed it as 
a “somewhat irregular execution.’’ 

The mavor says he does not wish to 
condone the action of the mob, but he can 
readily see how it was fed on the flames 
of prejudice through a ‘‘negro agitator who 
has been busy in Belleville under the equal 
rights act.’’ 

One of the circuit judges of the St. Clair 
County district, R. D. W. Holder, lives at 
Belleville. 

He has served many years at legal prac- 
tice, and his experience extends to all 
classes of criminal cases. He has seen 
murders committed and murderers pun- 
ished. 

His @udgment is that St. Clair County 
has always stood hy the officers of the 
law and the fearless enforcement of the 
law. 

“The courts cannot always please,” he 
says, “‘but they are our accepted tribunals, 
and by their decisions we must abide.” 

The summoning of a special grandjury 
is within his discretion. 

I found the judge in his law office, just 
back of the Belleville Hotel. 

He talked to me frankly, but refused to 
enter into any discussion as to the lynch- 
ing or admit that a ‘‘crime” had been com- 
mitted. 

One of the citizens had told me that 
Judge Holder was about the public square 
about an hour before the lynching was 
completted. ‘ 

“Are you familiar,’’ I asked him. ‘with 
the circumstances of the Wyatt lynching?” | 

“I do not know mua® about it,” he said, 
“except what I have hear. Yes, I read 
the accounts in the St. Louis and Chicago 
papers.”’ 


Says Best People 
Condemn the Crime. 


“Assuming that what you have read 
is the truth, what is your opinion of that 
affair? 

The judge leaned back a moment in 
his chair and then replied slowly: 

“I have no opinion; a judge cannot 
have one. I am glad know so little 
about it as I do.” 

“You do not doubt that @ lynching has 
taken place here and that the best class 
of citizens condemn it.” 

To this he answered: “I am willing to 
admit as much. The people of this city 
believe in the law; nothing in the en- 
tire history of Belleville shows anything 
similar to what has happened. Lynch- 
ings are bad things.” 

“It is not the lynching.” I explained, 
“that does harm to Belleville, but the 
evident fact that no attempt. has been 
or is being made to make the guilty men 
answer at the bar of the law for what 
they have done. Lynching is a crime— 
the darkest one, perhaps, that could 
possibly disgrace a community—but the 
community is purged when the criminal 
is brought to justice.” 

To this Judge Holder satd: 
satisfied that in due time the 
action will be taken.”

He was sure no self-respecti citizen 
could aes the stamp of approbation on 
such an “Atrocity. 

“Nothing like it,”’ said he, “has ever oc- 
curred here before and I trust will never 
occur again. I think the citizens of Belle- 
ville may be depended on to see that law 
lessness will not be tolerated.’’ 


People Want 
Special Grand Jury. 


Rev. J. A. Gallager, pastor of the Pres- 
byterlan Church, has denounced the lynch- 
ing from his pulpit and called on the of- 
ticers to do their duty. 

“Do you  belleve the State’s attorney 
would be upheld,”’ I asked, ‘in asking tne 
circuit judges to convene the grandjury.”’ 

“Most assuredly so,’ he replied. ‘I'ner 
never was & more revolting crime than 
the lynching of that negro. Good ceiti- 
zens stand ughast at its enormity. 

“I was on the Public Square during the ev- 
pening, but went home early.thinking nothi 
.would happen. About midnight I hear 
the shouts of the crowd and thought they 
were merely gathered around the jail. 
Then came hoots and yells. Not till morn- 
ing did I know that the shouts I had heard 
weer the gloating of fiends over the work 
tnevy had done. 

“In u civilized community such an out- 
rage on the law would not seem possible. 
But it was and every guilty man should 
be made to answer.”’ 

R. W. Ropequlet, a prominent attorney, 
said: ; 

“The best people in Belleville view 
with horror the lynching of Wyatt. We 
believe in law enforcement here and we 
expect the officers to take up this mat- 
ter and bring it toa speedy climax.”
